He 
resided there with his parents until about 1923 when he left 
and went to Detroit, Michigan, where he resided until about 
1930, While in Detwit in 1928, he was convicted of a 
conspiracy charge in connection with a liquor violation, ‘and 
was sentenced and served one year at the Federal Penitentiary, 
Leavenworth, Kansas.

visit the LICAVOLI residence and these cars have been 
observed to park by pulling up on the sidewalk and they 
almost block passage up and down Fairview Court, The PCI 
furnishes the arrival and departure time of these vehicles 
and the number and sex of occupants of these vehicles. It is 
to be noted that on several occasions a car normally driven 
by TONY DELSANTER was observed by the POI visiting the 
LIGAVOLI residence. On a few occasions DELSANTER was observed 
carrying a suitcase in or out of the residence. The PCI has 
also furnished information that approximately once a week at 
irregular intervais individuals have been observed by the POI 
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walking to the residence carrying parcels, packages or 
cartons. The identity of these individuals has not been 
established since they are not observed arriving in 
automobiles and there is no way in which to observe them, 


Because of the lack of parking facilities on 
Fairview Court, many people park their cars on a nearby street 
and walk to the residences on Fairview.

is probabiy a member of the Commission. There are conflicting 
reports ag to the #2 Man in the Cleveland area, and through 
mM it is hoped that this can be resolved. JAMES LICAVOLI 

as no een named as the #2 Man, yet as our investigation into 
organized crime proceeds, it has become increasingly apparent 
that he is a leader in organized crime in the State of Ohio. 
Although it has not been resolved, it appears that while 
LICAVOLI operates in Cleveland, through the tolerance of 
SCALISH, : LICAVOLI may, in fact, be subser- 
zient $a Detroit and the organization headed there by 


It further appears that SCALISH's activities are 
relatively dormant, as his income is derived from a skimming 
operation of the Desert Inn'in Las Vegas, and that active 
criminal matters are being directed by LXCAVOLI, and that; 
therefore, LICAVOLI is on the level of importance with SCALISH. 
It appears at this point that LICAVOLI controls gambling in 
nortbeast Ohio. 


fhe LICAVOLI case has been assigned to SAI 
Gr who has for a period of over eighteen months bent every 
effort toward establishing a misur on LICAVOLI. 


LICAVOLI is a cousin of the notorious YONNIE LICAVOLI, 
now serving 2 life sentence in the Ohio State Penitentiary. 
He resides in a house in the heart of the Italian section in 
Cleveland known as Mayfield Road. He has no particular pattern 
of activity, has no known legitimate business interests, and, 
therefore, no business office, and the house in which he 
resides is closely abutted by neighbors on either side. The 
short street on which this house is located is virtually an 
alley, and if a car is parked there overnight, it must be 
parked on the sidewalk because of the narrowness of the street. 
The only plausible place to establish a misur of LICAVOLI was 
in this residence, and because of the Italian character of the 
neighborhood, LICAVOLI's reputation as an organization man, 
and the close proximity of all neighbors, the ability to 
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penétrate this residence--as trespass was reguired--appeared 
impossible commensurate with security. 


Because of the ever-increasing importance of 
LICAVOLI's stature, results to be obtained from the successful

He claims to have been p7 ` 
convicted in an armed robbery in which he was not involved, D 
and was sentenced 15 to HO years, He.served time for this 
sentence at Dannemora Prison in New York on this robbery 
charge from 1932 until 1945, While at Dannamora, he served 
three years in solitary confinement for beating a guard. 
He was released on life parole but this was terminated in 
1960 because of a change in the New York laws. He stated 
he has been living in Cleveland, Ohio since his release on 
parole in 1945, 


Informant, during the interview, remarked that 
he had read the recent article in the Saturday Evening Post" 
about La Cosa Nostra, He said "everything that appeared 
in that article is true," He was questioned as to whether or

not he had ever heard of the organization La Cosa Nostra 
before this article. He said he had not, but indicated 

he was aware that a nation-wide organization of this 

type was in existence. He was questioned as to what in his 
opinion was the present set-up of the organization in the 
Cleveland area. He said that JOHN T. SCALISH is the top 
man in Olevelaniat the present time, then follows JOHN DE MARCO 
and then FRANK BRANCATO, He said that back in the 1930s, ` 
FRANK MILANO was head man and that AL POLIZZI followed. 

He said "AL POLIZZI put the shoes on JOHN SCALISH," He said 
that TOMMY SCALISH, brother of JOHN, was "tough and sharp," 
but that at no time in his opinion did TOMMY SCALISH rank 
as the top man. Informant said that in his opinion JOHN 
SCALISH is not tough, but is brainy. 


Informant was questioned as to where JAMES LICAVOLI 
fits into the Cleveland picture, and he remarked that 
LICAVOLI has special powers and is not directly under 
JOHN SCALISH, He said that LICAVOLI operates on his own, 
but that he is believed to be under the jurisdiction of the 
Detroit outfit. He said that TONY DELSANTER is the racket 
boss in the Warren, Ohio area and he operates under JAMES 
LICAVOLI, The informant said that JAMES LICAVOLI ds better 
known under the niokname JACK WHITE. He explained that LICAVOLI 
is so dark complexioned so rather than referring to him 
a8 Blackie or Black, he has been referred to as White. 


The informant mentioned that TONY MILANO operates 
the Italian-American Brotherhood (IAB) on Mayfield 
Road in Cleveland. He said TONY is a brother of FRANK 
MILANO a former boss in Cleveland, and that although TONY 
is not considered the active boss, he said that JOHN SCALISH 
does have contact with TONY MILANO and the informant believed 
that TONY makes major decisions. He said years ago, TONY 
MILANO loaned him $2,000 and that he collected interest 
on this money. He said he has had some contact with TONY 
MILANO, The informant has indicated to TONY that he wants 
to obtain a liquor license, He said that one Sunday 
(during the past year or two), TONY MILANO called bim 
and asked him to come to the IAB, At the IAB there was an 
talian who owned a bar on Woodland Avenue in Cleveland, 
which was going to be torn down because of the new Freeway, 
MILANO asked the owner of the bar how much he wanted for his 
liquor license and the owner replied he wanted $15,000, MILANO 
asked the informant 1f he would take the license at that price

Informant was aked as to whether or not 
CHARLES POLIZZI was ever considered the top man at 
Cleveland. He said that CHARLES POLIZZI is considered 
the brother of "BIG AL" POLIZZI, however, CHARLES is 
actually Jewish, since he was adopted by the POLIZZI family. 
He said he "tried to put on the shoes of the top boss'in 
the 1930's, however they refused to go along with this and 
POLIZZI is still living in Cleveland today, but is not 
considered a power, 


Informant said that he believes that PETE DE ŒHAYZO 
is in the group. PETE has been active in gambling in 
prior years, but at the present time he is active in 


Shylocking. With regard to control in the Detroit area, 
informant i is the top man now. He indicated 
that was one of the higher ups but is now an old 
man and not as active as he was at one time. He said 


PETE LICAVOLI is very powerful and also that YONNIE LICAVILI 
even though he has been in prison for 25 yers, still holds 
much power and is contacted for decisions. 


Informant was questioned as to who the active

On this date, IN interviewed relative 
to the La Cosa Nostra. He was assured that his name wouid 
be kept confidential. He advised that although he was not 
a member of the organization, he had been very close to 
those in it. He stated he used to operate several clubs and 
tavems and as a result overheard conversations wherein he 
learned something about the operation and the various break- 
downs and territorial allocations.- 


Upon being asked who controlled the Youngstown 
area including Trumbull County, Ohio, he stated that the 
territories were controlled by the Pittsburgh family headed 
by JOHN LA ROCCA and the Cleveland territory headed at least 
at one time, by FRANK MILANO who is "still greatly respected", 
He stated that since MILANO is in ill health, it is possible 
that JOHN T, SCALISH now runs Cleveland. 


He was asked if TONY "THE DOPE" DELSANTER, Warren, 
Ohio, would be a lieutenant under the Cleveland, Ohio group 
and in control of Trumbull, Mahoning, and Stark Counties, 
He agreed that this was so and countered with the question, 
Where did DELSANTER come from?".
